Dear Mr. Garrett: 


The question you ask of us &s rather hard to answer 
as we find the question diffult to answer with our own medals. 
We have learned this--that the demand for medals is exceedingly 
limited and the few we have put out either for ourselves or 
some other organization sell very poorly. Our last medal, the 
Paul Revere, which shovld have sold well has turned out very 
poorly although we had it ready the day of the afiniversary and 
sent out many thousand circulars, The results are as 
follows; 


bronze - 165 
silver - 61 


Thies includes those sold to our own members. I 
should hazard a guess that you would do well if you sold twenty 
outside of your membership. We have only enough medals struck 
to provide for the subscription, plus, say, five silver and ten 
bronze extra. When we are running shy we have a few more struck. 


In recent years we have not attempted to strike off any quantity 
in advance, 


Mr. Noe who has all of this data much betier than I is 
away today. I will show him your letter and ask him to answer 
if he has any better information than I have.

Dear Mr. Garrett: 

Your letter of the second was awaiting me on my return this morning. 
Mr. Wood has answered most of your inquirires and I should coneur in most 
of his statements. Everything depends upon the individual medal or rather 
upon the whims of collectors in their reaction to it. Our experience with 
the Paul Revere Medal was that oiroularization does not pay. The return 
from sending out over 6,000 circulars wes very poor indeed. If you can 
obtain local publicity in your newspapers and if this is connected with the 
issue of the medal, I believe you will find this your greatest leverage. One 
or two of the leading jewelers of your city would probably place the mdals 
on sale, making the commission which they would ordinarily charge their 
contribution towards the object of the medal. I believe you could have it 
reproduced in the American Magazine of Art, Miss Lile Mechlin, 1741 New York 
Avenue, Washington, D. C., if you would write to her and that would orang 
the medal to the attention of the art circles. 


Mr. Wood's guess that you might sell twenty outside of your membership 

is perhaps low but I should consider fifty a high estimate. If you can 

~ arrange your subscriptions so that your orders can be received a month in 
advance of the delivery then it would be unnecessary to have more than the 
actual number ordered struck, or a slight increase over such number. We have 
also found it advantageous to limit ine subscription in point of time. A 
definite statement that the medal may not be had after a certain date will 
sometimes bring a decision to order one or more specimens at the moment ; 
whereas with a feeling that the piece can be procured at some indefinite future 
date a decision is postponed to the point of ultimate inaction. 


If this gives you any aid in your problem I shall be very happy.
